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Pavilion sales soar as costs fall

WEYMOUTH Pavilion 
is enjoying a smash-hit 
2015 success story after 
it nearly tripled ticket 
sales revenue for the first 
two months of the year 
to £160,000. 

It has also changed en¬ 
ergy supplier and slashed 
£27,000 from its annual 


energy bill, down from 
£52,000 to just £25,000 
while improvements 
have also seen consump¬ 
tion fall from the one 
million kilowatt hours 
per year that the Pavilion 
used to use, to just 
500,000kw hours. 

Manager Phil Say 


revealed the community 
interest company’s star 
performance as he des¬ 
perately clung to a rail 
40ft above the main stage 
during a Pavilion open 
day tour! 

He said: “Ticket sales 
are flying, double what 
they were on the first two 
months of 2014. 

“At any one time now 
we have more than 70 
shows on sale and we are 
doing so well for Christ¬ 
mas 2015 party bookings 
that, even in early March, 
we only have one free 
night left in the whole of 
December. 

“Major companies have 
snapped up Christmas 
nights and we are also 
seeing an increase in 
large party bookings for 
shows by groups as far 
away as London and 
Luton willing to travel to 
the Weymouth Pavilion. 


“Our policy of bring¬ 
ing in big name stars is 
really working and 
shows such as Strictly 
Come Dancing winner 
Pasha Kovalev are sell¬ 
ing out.” 

Mr Say had joined 
nearly 200 people grit¬ 
ting their teeth on four 
fully-booked tours 
which took people into 
some of the Pavilion’s 
rarely seen spaces, from 
dare-devil high spots to 
underground hidden 


spaces that audiences 
never see. 

Groups of five people 
at a time inched out on to 
the fly floor 40ft up, an 
original 55-year-old 
wooden plank walkway 
barely two feet wide on 
which staff stand to con¬ 
trol scenery during a 
show. 

Mr Say, who doesn’t 
like heights, gratefully 
left the fly floor before 
telling The View: “Our 
open day tours also in- 
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eluded the Royal Box 
and the plenum room 
where ventilation and 
heating for the audito¬ 
rium is controlled. 

“We also visited under¬ 
ground changing rooms 
and gave our tour visi¬ 
tors a chance to work 
follow spots, the lights 
which are moved to fol¬ 
low a star as they move 
to different positions on 
the stage.” 

Mr Say said the open 
day tours had been held 
to show people how the 
Pavilion works. 

He added: “People 
come to see a show but 
they don’t know how it 
works and they are very 


interested in finding out. 

“These tours also 
served to show how the 
Pavilion is developing 
during the short time we 
have been in charge.” 

He added that nearly 


200 people had toured 
the site during its open 
day. They are now mak¬ 
ing plans are now being

• COULD you tell us a bit more about what Mov¬ 
ing On and the Harmony Drop-in centre offer? 

They both offer a much needed place to go to meet 
others, find support and friendship, and get in touch 
with activities, groups, courses or community 
events or advice and signposting. Moving On, as a 
registered charity, has also provided facilitators for 
activities such as swimming, many craft activities 
and outings. Harmony has only been open for a few 
weeks, but members have started cooking, art, craft 
and music activities. The two groups complement 
each other. 

• HOW did you work with the centres come 
about? 

I suffer from OCD, a very debilitating psychiatric dis¬ 
order. I found working incredibly difficult and each 
time I was offered promotion, I found the responsi¬ 
bility became too much. However, I do need to fill 
my time and I also want to help fellow sufferers from 
mental illness as much as I can. A lot of service users 
don't want to speak out about the hardships and, 
often, injustice they suffer, and I made up my mind 
that I would always speak out on their behalf. 

I was a volunteer at the Dorset Mental Health 
Forum, which led to founding the forum's OakTree 
social club - something which everyone at the time 
thought was impossible to achieve. Since then, I've 
volunteered at the Moving On group in Bridport, 
and last year was one of three founders of the new 
Harmony drop-in centre in Downes Street.

• YOU have also campaigned a lot about cuts to 
mental health services, could you tell us more 
about this and what you have done? 

Mental health has never been funded equally with 
physical health in Dorset. The present cuts bear 
more heavily on the mental health services as beds 
have been cut and in-patients might be in hospital 
many, many miles away. The home treatment strat¬ 
egy is under severe pressure because of lack of staff. 

I joined the HUGS campaign against the bed clo¬ 
sures at the Hughes Unit at Bridport Hospital and I 
brought a judicial review of Dorset Healthcare 
Trust's lack of proper consultation over the changes. 
It was hard, and we didn't win, though some strong 
criticisms of the process were made, but I feel the 
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campaign has really highlighted service users' rights 
to be consulted. I speak up for this whenever I can, 
and I've been interviewed on radio, TV and in the 
press. I must pay tribute to the work done by HUGS 
leader Simon Williams and so many other service 
users and carers to get the service they deserve. 

• WHAT is next to come for the Harmony Drop- 
in centre? What do you hope it achieves? 

We're growing fast! We have more members, mean¬ 
ing we're reaching more people who would other¬ 
wise be struggling alone. Hearing members say that 
they're gaining strength from attending and help¬ 
ing each other, as they do, is part of what we hope 
for. We want to end the stigma still surrounding 
mental illness in some people's minds, by showing 
just what we can achieve. 


• DO you think the Harmony Drop-in centre and 
Moving On group have been helpful in the local 
area? 

Definitely yes! For some people it is truly a lifeline. 
You would never believe how much members and 
volunteers have taken it to their hearts. For people 
to be able to help themselves to get on a sound 
footing, whether with their friends, families, work or 
learning, must be helpful to everyone in the com¬ 
munity. There is such an atmosphere of friendship 
and optimism. 

• WHICH three people would you invite to your 
dream dinner party? 

The Duchess of Cambridge, because she seems so 
friendly and unaffected, I'd love to talk to her, the 
manager of my football team, Spurs, and Judith, 
who is the owner of Paddy, the Berkshire Search and 
Rescue dog I sponsor - as long as Paddy comes too.

Council tax to rise by £30 


WEYMOUTH and 
Portland has approved 
a council tax rise of 1.9 
percent for 2015-2016. 

It means that, for an 
average Band D prop¬ 
erty, every such house¬ 
holder in Weymouth 
will have to pay an 
extra £30 a year. Over¬ 
all council tax bills on 
Portland are slightly 
higher because of the 
island precept. 

Mayor Councillor 
Kate Wheller, speaking 
before the full council 
meeting which ap¬ 
proved the rise, said: “I 
think people get very 
good value for money 
from the borough coun¬ 
cil for what is less than 
a sixth of the council 
tax bill. 

“People don’t realise 
where their money is 
going. Only a bit of it 
comes to Weymouth 


and Portland council, 
just 16 pence in every 
£1 for us to provide 
services. The lion’s 
share goes to Dorset 
County Council.” 

The overall council 
budget for 2015-2016- 
which included the 
council tax rise - was 
presented by Council¬ 
lor Colin Huckle who 
said the authority faced 
a £9.163 million fund¬ 
ing gap by 2020 but 
that more than £6 mil¬ 
lion in savings had al¬ 
ready been achieved 
towards that. 

He added: “The 
budget before you is a 
balanced budget. Times 
are tough but we are 
working in partnership 
to reduce costs.” 

Councillor Mike 
Goodman warned that 
Weymouth and Port¬ 
land would be “heavily 


reliant” on new budget 
streams to boost in¬ 
come and that the coun¬ 
cil should leave “no 
stone unturned” to find 
them while Councillor 
Peter Chapman agreed 
and said: “Dangers still 
lie ahead despite bal¬ 
ancing the books in 
very difficult times.” 

Councillor Mike 
Byatt said: “We as 
councillors have to get 
our act together and 
focus on the big issues 
for today, tomorrow 
and for years to come. 
The financial chal¬ 
lenges for local govern¬ 
ment are not going to 
go away. We are all of 
us here tonight because 
we want the best possi¬ 
ble outcome for our 
residents.” 

The meeting then 
unanimously approved 
the budget.

Difficult decisions 
on ferry terminal 



CONFUSION eddied round a Wey¬ 
mouth & Portland full council meet¬ 
ing when members tried to work out 
what to do about a restricted area at 
the town’s ferry terminal. 

The imminent departure of Condor 
Ferries had seen cost saving meas¬ 
ures tabled which would have seen 
the restricted area shut down and 
staff cut under a measured timetable. 

But news that the council is holding 
talks with Highspeed Ferries about 
starting a service from Weymouth to 
France with two to three sailings a 
day in season to Cherbourg left the 
authority with a problem. 

Members welcomed the prospect 
of such a new service which would 
need the restricted area but, if talks 
with Highspeed Ferries fail, the au¬ 
thority could be left footing an even 
bigger bill to shut down the area. 

The result was that the meeting 
found itself being asked to approve 
declassifying the restricted area no 
later than October 31st, 
subject to continued negotiations 
with Highspeed Ferries, with 
reports on those negotiations regu¬ 


larly brought before councillors. 

But Councillor Ian Roebuck asked 
how the restricted area could be de¬ 
classified from October 31st when, if 
the new ferry service is approved, 
“we have to have a restricted area”. 

Chief executive Matt Prosser ex¬ 
plained that, if new ferry service ne¬ 
gotiations failed, then the council 
needed to have declassification of 
the restricted area in progress to 
avoid additional costs for staff. 

But Councillor Gill Taylor said the 
restricted area needed to stay open 
“because at the moment we are say¬ 
ing it will close on October 31st”. 

Mr Prosser said failure to adopt the 
suggested approach meant it might 
be June before a full council meeting 
could next approve declassification, 
with the mayor Councillor Kate 
Wheller adding: “Because of the tim¬ 
ing of meetings we need to phrase it 
this way so, if we need to close the 
port, it can be done in a timely fash¬ 
ion.” 

Members then approved desclassi- 
fication of the restricted area subject 
to talks with Highspeed Ferries.

LOCAL photographer Steve 
Belasco has produced what is be¬ 
lieved to be the first book of the 
county to be photographed from 
the sea. 

Steve, who lives in Portesham, 
has spent more than 20 years in 
small boats off the county’s 
coastline, often taking pictures. 

The results are now available in 
‘Dorset from the Sea’, published 
by Dorchester-based Veloce in a 
large format coffee-table edition 
and a smaller version. 

The coastline from Old Harry 
Rocks to Lyme Regis is featured 
along with the majesty of West 
Dorset's sandstone cliffs glowing 
orange at sunset. 

Also includes are the sailors, 
fishermen and jet skiers who use 
the waters off the coast, with 
some shots of dophins as well. 

Copies of ‘Dorset from the Sea’ 
are available from bookshops, 
Tourist Information Centres, Mu¬ 
seums, Heritage Centres and vis¬ 
itor attractions, gift shops and 
online retailers. 

The book includes a foreword 
by long distance yachtswoman, 
Dame Ellen MacArthur whom 
Steve met on a photographic as¬ 
signment for a local paper when 


she was just a teenager. 

Some of the profits from the 
book will go to charity work she 
supports with young people who 
have cancer. 

Steve has been a professional 
photographer since 1982, being 
awarded Associateships of both 
the Royal Photographic Society 
and British Institute of Profes¬ 
sional Photography. He has 
Royal Yachting Association 
qualifications in sailing and 


powerboating. 

For the past 26 years he has 
worked for Dorset’s press as 
both a photographer and jour¬ 
nalist. He has lived in South 
Dorset for 26 years and he and 
his wife Josie and sons Louis 
and Tristan have their own mo¬ 
torboat berthed in Portland Har¬ 
bour. 

They live in Portesham, on the 
Jurassic Coast between Wey¬ 
mouth and Bridport.

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Residents outraged at 
Nottington Lane plans 


FURIOUS residents are 
up in arms about a pro¬ 
posed development of 
30 homes off Nottington 
Lane in Weymouth. 

More than 40 people 
have strongly criticised 
proposals by Maryle- 
bone Developments to 
build a mixture of two, 
three and four-bedroom 
houses and a village hall 
on land south and west 
of the main village road. 

Objections include 
flooding and traffic 
fears, no attempt to pro¬ 
tect or preserve the con¬ 
servation area, loss of 
the Important Open Gap 
and a “visually intru¬ 
sive” scheme which 
would hit the land¬ 
scape’s open character. 

Marylebone has ap¬ 
plied to Weymouth & 
Portland planners for 
outline permission for 
the scheme, but objec¬ 
tions are already coming 
in including one from 
former South Dorset MP 
Lord Knight and his 
wife who live in Not¬ 
tington and “strongly 
object” to the scheme. 

Lord Knight said: 
“This development 
would replace a promi¬ 
nent field system, at the 
entrance to the hamlet, 
with intensive develop¬ 
ment that will destroy 
the views and vistas of 


the three most promi¬ 
nent buildings in Not¬ 
tington.” 

They added that the 
application was not only 
outside the development 
boundary but would be 
of “considerable detri¬ 
ment” to the conserva¬ 
tion area and they also 
highlighted highway 
concerns and fears of an 
increased flood risk. 

Many residents of Not¬ 
tington Court said they 
were “shocked and dis¬ 
mayed” at the scheme 
while village resident 
Michael Churchill said: 
“I cannot object strongly 
enough against this as it 
seems to be totally un¬ 
suitable for this area.” 

Terry and Rosamund 
Gant said the develop¬ 
ment would destroy 
“unique views”, that 
run-off from the devel¬ 
opment would only add 
to existing flooding 
problems and that the 
village was already 
faced with plans for up 
to 400 homes at Chick- 
erell and Nottington 
Lane from a different 
developer. 

Lesley White said she 
“strongly objected” to 
the 30-home scheme 
which appeared “en¬ 
tirely inappropriate” for 
the area while Joan 
Young said it would be 


“completely out of char¬ 
acter in the village”. 

James Brinton said he 
had “grave concerns” 
about the scheme which 
he said would “brutally 
and irreparably” damage 
Nottington simply be¬ 
cause of short term pres¬ 
sure for new housing. 
He also cited concerns 
over increased traffic 
and flooding and the 
threat to the conserva¬ 
tion area, adding policy 
concerns which he said 
left the council with lit¬ 
tle choice but to refuse 
the development. 

Marylebone admitted 
in their planning, design 
and heritage statement 
that scheme land was 
“outside the develop¬ 
ment boundary” but 
added that their develop¬ 
ment would complement 
the nearby Nottington 
Court scheme as well as 
forming a natural exten¬ 
sion to land already ear¬ 
marked for residential 
development in the 
council’s emerging draft 
local plan. 

Weymouth & Portland 
planning department 
case officer Darren 
Rogers said the scheme 
would go before the 
council’s planning com¬ 
mittee “in due course” 
but it was not known yet 
when that would be. 


Nothe Fort needs your help 


WEYMOUTH Civic Society, the 
Nothe Fort, Tudor House and the 
Nothe Fort Artillery need more vol¬ 
unteers to join them as they head 
into the busy summer season.

Tri-council creeps closer 


WEYMOUTH & Port¬ 
land has backed extend¬ 
ing its existing operation 
with West Dorset council 
into a tri-council partner¬ 
ship with North Dorset. 

Councillor Mike Byatt 
told a full council meet¬ 
ing at Weymouth Pavil¬ 
ion Ocean room that 
such a triple working 
pattern would “ensure 
we are fit for the future” 
and could save the part¬ 
nership £6m by 2020. 

He added that it would 
“in no way undermine 
our own independence 
and sovereignty of gov¬ 
ernment”. 

Weymouth & Portland 


is already being recog¬ 
nised nationally as a pro¬ 
gressive authority 
because of its existing 
partnership with West 
Dorset. 

But others were less 
certain and Alderman 
Graham Winter said he 
was “unconvinced” 
about a tri-council part¬ 
nership which he felt 
“spells the end of 
democracy” in the re¬ 
gion because two out of 
three councils are cabi¬ 
net-run, leaving smaller 
political groups in West 
and North Dorset “just 
there to make up the 
numbers”. 


Cllr John Birtwistle 
didn’t like one of the 
proposals linked to ap¬ 
proving tri-council 
working. 

The particular clause 
recommends granting 
the chief executive dele¬ 
gated authority in con¬ 
sultation with manage¬ 
ment committee’s chair¬ 
man ‘to make such 
changes to the constitu¬ 
tion as he considers nec¬ 
essary to give effect to 
the terms of the collabo¬ 
rative agreement’. 

However, after further 
debate, the meeting ap¬ 
proved future tri-council 
collaboration. 


Castle Cove friends group 
regains access to beach

TRIBUTES have been 
paid to the effective¬ 
ness of a community 
group which has suc¬ 
cessfully battled to re¬ 
gain public access to 
Castle Cove in Wey¬ 
mouth. 

That footpath access 
had been closed be¬ 
cause of fears about 
land stability, but a 
meeting of Weymouth 
& Portland full council 
was told that the 
Friends of Castle Cove 
had met county council 
officers who had now 
agreed to reopen a short 
stretch of public foot¬ 
path between Old Cas¬ 
tle Road and a wooden 
footbridge “thus restor¬ 
ing public access to the 
cliff edge”. 

Members were also 
told that there are now 
“ongoing discussions” 
between the Friends, 
county officers and 
owners of the land next 
to the footpath. 

And they unani¬ 
mously approved a No¬ 
tice of Motion allowing 
borough officers to li¬ 


aise with county col¬ 
leagues “as necessary 
and appropriate” to 
help the efforts of the 
Friends “in restoring 
safe access to Castle 
Cove Beach”. 

Councillor Colin 
Huckle said that there 
was now a revised 
housing proposal in the 
area where the devel¬ 
oper now proposed to 
include a footpath gain¬ 
ing acess to the beach 
which would be avail¬ 
able to the public. 

The Notice of Motion 
was just asking permis¬ 
sion for officers to help 
facilitate this, if neces¬ 
sary, by liaising with 
county officers. 

Councillor Ian Roe¬ 
buck said the county 
council was not pre¬ 
pared to extend the ex¬ 
isting path beyond the 
footbridge until the 
slope beyond has been 
stabilised. 

He said he was all for 
safe access to Castle 
Cove, but it was up to 
the developer, the 
landowner and the 


Friends to provide 
funds for stabilising the 
slope and he felt the 
council’s earlier deci¬ 
sion for no further ac¬ 
tion should be 
affirmed. 

Councillor Andy 
Blackwood said he had 
felt that the earlier “no 
action” decision had 
been “right at the time” 
but that he now admit¬ 
ted he had been wrong. 

He conceded, the 
Friends had providing 
“a really, really good 
example of how a cam¬ 
paigning group can 
bring about change”. 
He supported the need 
to give officers room to 
support them. 

Councillor Paul Kim- 
ber said of Castle Cove 
that he felt: “We didn’t 
try hard enough”, that 
the Friends had 
“worked their cotton 
socks off’ to find a way 
forward and that the 
council needed to work 
with the community 
in the future to “iron 
out local government- 
speak”.

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Roundheads, Cavaliers 


MUSKETS boomed and swords clashed as Round- 
heads and Cavaliers stalked the streets of Weymouth 
to commemorate the 370th anniversary of the 
Crabchurch Conspiracy. 

The nostalgic event saw everything from skirmishes 
and plumes of musket smoke to a trial with two con¬ 
spirators being ‘hanged’ in public. 

The popular annual event attracted re-enactors from 
as far afield as Ipswich, but few came further or had 
more fun than Clive Miller from Shropshire, a direct 
descendant of Colonel William Sydenham who com¬ 
manded the Roundhead forces at Weymouth and Mel- 
combe Regis in 1645. 

A delighted Clive was welcomed, dressed in period 
costume, given a sword and sent out to savour the mo¬ 
ment. 

He said: “I really feel I have my hand on history 
here. It is incredible, particularly meeting those play¬ 
ing my ancestor and his wife.” 

Co-organisers Mark Vine and Steve Booth master¬ 
minded the two-day event from the Old Town Hall. 

Mark said: “What we tried to do was portray the 


more human side of the conspiracy, which essentially 
saw Royalists try to take Roundhead-held Weymouth 
and Melcombe Regis to pave the way for the arrival 
of a French army supporting Charles I. 

“Our aim was to bring to life the central characters 
of the conspiracy, from Roundheads and Cavaliers, to 
ordinary men and women who did everything from 
carrying messages to arranging a secret initial attack 
on Roundhead forts at Chapelhay and The Nothe. 

“Key Royalist messengers, one of whom was Eliz¬ 
abeth Wall, were given gold “tongue tokens” to prove 
their authenticity which they could hide under then- 
tongue if challenged and searched by Roundheads. 

“The whole crux of the plan was that it was a simul¬ 
taneous attack on both forts and Melcombe Regis, led 
by local Royalist villagers who met first at Radipole 
Meadow where they were supposed to link up with 
1,000 Royalist cavalry.” 

Both forts were taken but the attack on Melcombe 
Regis never came. The Roundheads retreated there 
and a five-day siege ensued followed by an uneasy 
truce. 
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and gallows 

A later Royalist army attack was 
itself ambushed by Roundheads in the old High Street 
while Irish Royalist soldiers, who had expected to link 
up with their army, instead found themselves surrounded 
and slaughtered near today’s Old Rooms pub. 

Mark said: “In the 1600s the area near the pub was just 
a muddy inlet and the Irish were pushed into it where 
they were systematically shot, stabbed to death or 
drowned. 

“Conspirators were later rounded up and at least two 
of them were hanged.” 

The event also included an historic Crabchurch Con¬ 
spiracy evening production at the Pavilion with The Dol¬ 
men, Professor Ronald Hutton, Jane McKell, the Dorset 
Wrecks and Cap’n Steve How. 

Weymouth & Portland mayor, Cllr Kate Wheller, said: 
“I thought it was all terrific. It was really nice to have 
such a proper historical event. Very effective.” 

Mark said: “We have raised over £2,000 from the 
event, which will go towards helping ongoing restoration 
works for the Old Town Hall.

Don't let carnival fade to 
a sepia postcard memory 


REMEMBER when Weymouth Car¬ 
nival had more than a hundred mo¬ 
torised floats and seemed to stretch 
for miles? 

Well, those days are gone, and car¬ 
nival itself may be gone soon too un¬ 
less there is a substantial community 
reaction to help save it. 

The harsh modem reality is that or¬ 
ganisers have swapped wondering 
how they can fit everything in to hav¬ 
ing nightmares about being sued for 
compensation over breaching organ¬ 
isation or safety rules. 

The focus seems to have gone away 
from the joy of the event and 
switched more to its red tape no mat¬ 
ter how necessary some of it may be. 

For instance, you might think 
cheering crowds are a big plus but 
they are also a big headache in these 
days of litigation because organisers 
must now ensure not just that crowd 
stewards are provided but that they 
have been properly trained as well. 

As I said, modem demands seem to 


have sucked a bit of life from carni¬ 
val through no fault of the organisers 
who now have to fight on so many 
different fronts to put on such an 
event that it is no wonder they have 
warned that carnival may soon be 
consigned to history. 

It only just broke even in 2014 and 
needs £10,000 pretty much now and 
at least another £25,000 on top of 
that actually to stage the 2015 event 
or carnival just won’t happen. 

Some have said that there is always 
a carnival crisis somewhere along the 
line and that it takes such a cry for 
help to coax the community into ac¬ 
tion, but I think it is a bit more than 
that this year. 

There is an old saying: ‘Use it or 
lose it’, and I genuinely think that, 
without major community input plus 
substantial organisation and funding 
changes, Weymouth’s giant snake 
of floats may be consigned to old 
postcards and yellowing newspaper 
reports. 


Out for the count... 


I RECENTLY flagged up the rise of 
phonetic spelling, but it seems 
that everyone in Weymouth and 
Portland would do better concen¬ 
trating on mathematics. 

And the best aid to help children 
with their sums isn't a calculator 
and it isn't an abacus... it's choco¬ 
late. 

You can batter maths into 
youngsters until they are sick of 
the sight of it, yet many times it 
doesn't stick. Substitute chocolate 
and young calculating minds be¬ 
come as sharp as razors. 

This is probably just as well be¬ 
cause I recently saw some choco¬ 
late being sold by an outlet which 
either couldn't do maths to save 
its life or was banking on its cus¬ 
tomers being too backward to 
make the right choice. 

I'll try you all out now and see 
how you do. 

Which would you rather buy? 
Two chocolate bars of 200gms for 
£3 or two bars of 400gms for 
£7.20? 


Worked it out yet? Well if you 
haven't then just stand a child in 
front of the two sets of chocolate 
bars and get them to choose. 
Chances are they'll get it right... 
and eat the chocolate. 

The sobering thought is that this 
scenario isn't taking place as a 
game and it isn't taking place in a 
classroom. It's taking place in real 
life, right now, out on the High 
Street. 

The answer to my question is 
that you get more for your money 
buying two 200gm bars for £3 
than you do buying two 400gm 
bars for £7.20, yet the shop in 
question either hasn't noticed, 
doesn't care or is raking in enough 
money from customers who can't 
count not to worry about those 
who can. 

So here's the real question: if I've 
found this example of a 'bargain' 
how many more have I missed? 

So be wary, brush up your maths 
and keep your wits about you be¬ 
fore going shopping in Dorset. 


Just because we can, 
doesn't mean we should 

FANCY your taxi or bus to Weymouth town cen¬ 
tre collecting you without a driver? 

Or how about your pub pint being served you 
via an intercom with a tap or the prospect of 
being measured for that new suit by an electronic 
eye with nary a human being in sight? 

Well that scenario is not as far-fetched as it 
might seem because business leaders are predict¬ 
ing that half of all jobs will be taken over by ma¬ 
chines by the year 2035. 

I’ll be in what is laughingly called my “twilight 
years” by then and I certainly don’t fancy the 
prospect of my bedpan being changed by a robot 
nurse called Vernon. 

More worryingly is that, if there is a grain of 
truth in this machines prediction then you have 
to ask where a constantly growing population is 
going to find work with more people and fewer 
jobs. 

Yeah, but it just won’t happen, I hear you say... 
but think on this. 

Barely a century ago we were still only just get¬ 
ting to grips with flight. It is only 46 years since 
man first stepped on the moon and it is only 34 
years since the first laptop computer appeared 
weighing 23.61bs (10.7kg). 

So I wouldn’t be too dismissive about what me¬ 
chanical advances might have appeared in Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland in 20 years time.

As well as taking part in national and regional sit¬ 
tings of the UK Youth Parliament, the new MYPs will 
continue working on local projects which include The 
Dorset MAX card, a project focussing on creating an 
educational resource for school transition years and a 
large scale NHS consultation review. 

Cllr John Wilson, Chairman of Dorset County 
Council, announced the results and commented: "I 
would like to offer the new MYPs my heartfelt con¬ 
gratulations on their election results. 

"I have always been very impressed when I've 
watched the MYPs debating in the Houses of Parlia¬ 
ment and I'd like to wish the new members every suc¬ 
cess and the very best of luck for the future."

"The Government 
should adopt a more for¬ 
ward-thinking approach 
which is more economi¬ 
cally and environmentally 
sustainable than fracking 
is." 

In its 'position state¬ 
ment', the group high¬ 
lights concerns about the 
large quantities of water 
that are used in the 
process and the resulting 
contamination of air and 
water around a fracking 
site. 

The process involves in¬ 
jecting a mixture of 
water, sand and chemi¬ 
cals through holes into 
gas-bearing rocks under¬ 
ground. This allows for 
the gas to be released 
and collected at the sur¬ 
face. 

The West Dorset Part¬ 
nership launched its posi¬ 
tion statement as part of 
Climate Week, which runs 
from March 2nd to 8th. 

The group comprises a 
range of local organisa¬ 
tions, including churches, 
emergency services, 
housing associations, 
health bodies and envi¬ 
ronmental groups.

'A Sky Full of Stars' 

at Bridport Arts Centre 



GOLD lame glittering, pony tails flying, silky skirts twirling, 
bow ties, the stomp of mass tap steps in perfect timing.... 
It was Bridport Youth Dance's annual show at Bridport Arts 
Centre. Year on year Nikki Northover's dancers display their 
skill and panache; we see young performers develop and 
shine, and several progress to careers in the arts. 

'We become individuals through strong and bold move¬ 
ment', one dancer wrote in the programme of this their 11th 
show, 'A Sky Full of Stars'. Strong and bold, yes, and how 
these performances must build the confidence and well¬ 
being of those involved. As well as becoming individuals, 
they also learn to share and work together as they co-ordi¬ 
nate movements, lean, lift and balance, trusting each 
other's solidity and timing. 

The mood varies. This year's show explored the theme of 
colours.

Young people are being directed 
to academic routes without any 
reference to alternatives. We des¬ 
perately need a system in place 
where young people are consis¬ 
tently presented with all the op¬ 
tions. 

Poor provision of careers ad¬ 
vice, coupled with a rise in the 
school leaving age, has the po¬ 
tential to create a perfect storm 
for the apprenticeship system 
and the industries which rely on 
it."Nash concluded

Symes injury scare overshadows defeat

A HEAD injury to Jamie Symes which saw the 
Bridport midfielder collapse in the dressing room 
after Saturday's game at Melksham Town over¬ 
shadowed the Bees defeat at theToolstation Pre¬ 
mier League leaders. 

Fortunately, following treatment, Symes was al¬ 
lowed home. 

The 21-year-old received a blow to his temple 
just after the hour, and after treatment on the 
pitch, was substituted.

He was attended to by physio Lloyd Green and 
the home physio, who is also a paramedic, until 
the ambulance arrived to take him to hospital.
